“The Second Coming of Israel.” 


Tue brilliant article by Rabbi Biavu, which we reprint from the 
North American Review this week, will, we doubt not, be read with 
close attention, because of its masterly reasoning and with 
no little admiration of ita literary power. The Rabbi raises 
the question of Zionism to a higher plane, above the rut of contest, 
of opposition, and of discussion to which if has for so long been 
subjectedand which still hurtles around it. He shows Zionism ag some 
mighty mountain which cannot be moved and can scarcely be affected 
by the comparatively puny efforts that are being lodged against it. 
From the level upon which he presente the striving and its purposes, 
how ridiculous in comparison with it are such attacks as the 
vicious tirades of Mr. W. E. B. Warrraxen in the Daily Rapress, or 
the incoherent puerilities which Mr. J. M. N. Jerrrizs is stringing 
into a seriesof articles for thedeception—unconscious, we fully believe 
—of the Daily Mail readers! Even the Arab opposition, certainly 
the most formidable with which Zionism has to grapple, recedes into 
relative insignificance. For the Arab case is builé upon the false 
idea that Palestine has at any time since is was Jewish, been 
available for the imposition upon it of any other nationality. A 
week or two ago we alluded to this point, and reminded our readers 
how, when the Arabs drifted into the country, there was ect clearly 
before them the warning of “ancient lights’’—the warning, that is to 
say, that Jews regarded the land as theirs from which, it is true, 
thoy had been ruthlessly exiled by a long-vanished power, but to the 
moral ownership of which they none the lessclung. The Arabs 
never conquered Palestine from the Jews, nor did they acquire it 
by any other means known or recognised in international law, 
The Jews, on the other hand, never gave up their claim upon the 
country, and thus, so far as the Arab people are concerned (as 
contradistinguished from Arab individuals who have, and we hope 
will always have secured to them in full civil, and religious 
rights), they are interlopers in the land, and Arab nationality has 
noreal right toit. As Rabbi Biav, in the course of his article, puts 


it, Jows are striving for the Land of Israel not merely for the benefit © 


of Jews, nor even forthe benefit of Judaism, though, to be sure, any 
sensibleand permanent progress for cither Jews or Judaism is not pos- 
sible save in Israel a nation. They are striving for it, too, because 
that small strip of land they know will, as a Jewish Commonwealth, 
become a great moral leverage for all the world, and not leasé for 
Christendom. A free Israel in a free Palestine, as the Rabbi éays, 
will mean a free mankind in a free world. Beside that iceal, how 
absurdly puny is the opposition that is being levelled againsi 
our great Movement, and how piteous the position of pseudo- 
Zionists who think it needful to cloak and excuso Zionism, or

“Costly Unnecessaries.” 


By Menror. 


FEW weeks ago I ventured to devote this column to an 
A article upon “ Vain Show.” I doubt not that, long before 


this, my reasons for thinking that the conclusions and 

inferences I then drew were apt for publication in a 
paper written for, and read by Jews will, as I suggested won!ld be 
the case at the time, have seized those who readit. I refer to it 
now, because I am interested to oLeerve that the Bishop of Chester, 
in the current Diocesan Gazette, hus written, denouncing what he 
calls the “really provocative display of luxury,” and the “ costly 
unnecesgaries” which are exhibited in the fashionable streets of 
the Metropolis. The theme of the Bishop's remarks follows largely 
on that which I pursued in the article to which I have referred, 
Hie draws a picture of gaunt and helpless misery, separated from 
these costly ummecessaries only by a thick pane of sheet-glass. 
in the streets desolation, hunger and want; in the shop-window 
evidences of unbridled luxury and all that goes to make vain 
show. Dr. Paget thinks that this indulging in costly unnecesearies 
py some while the cheapest of necessities are unobtainable by others 
is all so “ heartless.” 

The Times, commenting the other day on the Bishop of Chester's 
words, expressed the view that “heartless” was nota verdict that was 
well chosen, and that “ unthinking,” as conveying less moral censure, 
or even “conventional,” as indicating the extraordinarily potent 
influence which convention, despite recent social economic change, 
still exercises gn all who have a margin of money to spend on non- 
essentials, would have been preferable expressions. It occurs 
to me, however, that all this rather begs the question. It is 


dificult, if not impossible, to draw any hard and fast line, on 


the dexter side of which could be placed “ necessaries” and on the 
-inister side “ unnecessaries.” Is it altogether “ heartless’ for, say 
« husband, to purchase for his wife a costly jewel which is only 
unnecessary in the sense that she could fend without it? She could; 
but the jewel turned into a token of love, of affection, of care, of 
thenghtfulness, becomes something which to the average wile is life 
itself. Every woman is not gifted with tHe philosophic instinct 
which will perceive that love for her exista in the man to 
whom she is united, and is contenf that it exists. A practical 
manifestation of the fact in the form of some pleasing attention is 
to nine women out of ten worth endless tomes of theory and 
belief. That is just one instance that occurs to me where a ioo 
sweeping condemnation of unnecessaries that are costly may he 
harmful. For heaven knows the standard of marital relationship, as 
it exists to-day, reveals iittle enough of the mutual regard which 
must be the basis of true married happiness, for us to desire to see 


any tendency towards a neglect of anything likely to foster and 
encourage it. 


A Wite’s Foible. 


Instances could be multiplied galore in which the traffic in 
costly unnecessaries has altogether another side than that of 
heartlessness in those who purchase them, and for whose benefit 
they are provided. To draw any bard and fast line on the matter 
(as I say) I believe to be practically impossible. I call to mind 
how a few months ago I visited a family who were celebrating 
some occasion and had asked me to join them “at a cup of tea,” as 
the phrase goes. To my surprise, for I happened to have good 
‘reason to know that their means were not extensive, smoked 
salmon saudwiches were provided, and the quality of the fish tasted 
like atleast 12s.a pound. I expressed my sense of the treat that was 
afforded by this succulent luxury, and, in order to draw out my 
hostess, I insinuated the remark that, unhappily, I could not afford 
smoked salmon at (and here I proffered the best compliment I could 
to the sandwiches) 15s. a pound. “Fifteen shillings!” exclaimed 
my hostess, in a tone from which contempt was not absent; “ my 
husband brought that home, and I'll be bound to say that he 
hever got it for 15s. a pound! Of course, there is smoked 
salmon and smoked salmon,” she went on. “But when my husband 
brings me anything, bless him, he says, ‘ the best isn’t good enough.’ 
1 shouldn’t be surprised if he gave as much ae 20s. a pound, and he 
brought it me, he told me, because 1 always say that it doesn't eeom to 
me anything of an affair or a party or that sort of thing without 
smoked salmon, My poor mother, God rest her soul, alweys had 
smoked salmon; but then, in those days, it wasn’t what we've got to 
pay for itnow...” Imentally analysed this good lady’s rieo to 
my bait, and thought of the compliment, and the regard she felt her 
husband had shown her in bringing her the little costly unnecessary. 
1 thought, too, of the joy that it gave to the good woman's héart, 
the sense of pride and thankfulness at the occasion that was being 
celebrated, of the thoughtfulness of her husband (whether o- not ha 
indulged in the Inxury himself I do not recollect) iu thus catering 
tor what, if you like, was a mere foible on the part of his wife. I 
am not sure that he did not, for the benefit of his wife, put a heavy 
percentage on thé actual price that he paid for the delicatessen—a 


little innocent fraud designed only to impress the good lady with 
the sacrifice he was willing to make, so as to please her. And so, 
although these people could ill afford this costly unnecessary, still 
i had it not in my heart, in all the circumstances, to condemn them 
even to myself for what to them was undoubted extravagance. 


Cheeseparing and Extravagance. 


Thus it seems to me that no general conclusions can be arrived 
atin respect to costly unnecessaries, Every case must be judged 
upon its merits, and its morits are largely those of underlying motive. 
Where expenditure on that which is unnecessary and even cosily 
can be justified by the motive of that expenditure, then it is neither 
“heartless,” nor “ thoughtless,” nor even “conventional.” It rathor 
forms the salt of life; and as men and women are not made of card- 
board, but of eentient animate flesh and blood with passions, and 
aspirations, and idicsyncrasies, with likes and dislikes, they neod 
for life itself something beyond and apart from just the shecr 
necessaries of existence, and those of the cheapest. It is altogether 
different when men and women indulge in whatI termed “vain show.’ 
Then, in very truth, they flaunt before their fellows the best evidence 
they can supply that they are heartless, inconsiderate, thoughtless of 
all save eelitish indulgence in the delight it affords their little souls 
to rouse, when they can, the jealousy and the envy of their neigh- 
bours. Where costly unnecessaries are employed for vain show, then 
we can say with the Bishop of Chester that those who indulge in them 
are hearticss. They amply deserve that condemnation, and not cer- 
tainly the excusing words which the Tiincs pleads for them. Nigid 
parsimony in all things and its value to the body corporate has 
heen a@ fertile subject for the discussion of political economists from 
Adam Smith and Ricardo down to Fawcett and John Stuart, Mill. 
Indeed, it must have been a question that engaged the minds of men 
long ages before Political Economy was recognised as a science, as 
more than one reference in the Bib!e to luxury and extravagance 
goesto show. It is not suprising that ib worried the little sect of 
Essenes from which the great Founder of Christianity was derived, 
ae witness the story told in the New Testament of the alabaster 
box of precious cintment. And the point! would insist upon .s 
the world of difference there is beiween indulging in unncces- 
saries even though costly, and giving way to vain slow 
that, mayhap, may not even be any undue strain on the purse 
of the cre by whom it is practised. There ie the world 
of difference between ascetic puritanism and ribald heathenism, 
between the cheeseparing of the one and the riotous extravagance

of the other. It is all-important to differentiate ; because human 
nature boing what it is, men and women are likely to revolt against 
a too rigid code of economy and self-denial, and so insistence upon 
it frequently defeats its own ends, 


Still it is well to remark how one in the position of Dr. Paget, a 
man of broad mind and wide attainments, looking out upon the 
world’s conditions at the moment, finds it necessary to animadvert 
upon the indulgence, even in what he terms costly unnecessaries, 
It is a phrase which I repeat caunot be applied indiscriminately 
in all cases and without regard to individual circumstances, 
None the less it conveys to us the Bishop's warning that in these 
times of stress and trouble and anxiety, whon vast numbers are 
unemployed and on the brink of starvation, anything in the nature 
of undue indulgence should be eschewed. Surely, then, I am well 
within the mark when I urge it as vital that vain show should be 
utterly discarded. I do not do so merely because of its heartless- 
ness, of its thoughtlessness, or even its conventionality. It is some- 
thing even more repulsive. It is ugly with the unredeemed ugliness 
which vulgarity brings; and it is stupid. In times like those through 
whioh we are passing too, and in the even worse times which I 


fear are before us, it is as much an act of disservice to the Com-- 


monwealth, on the part of any citizens by whom it is practised, as 
it isan undoubted danger to Jewry when Jews indulge in it,

REPORT OF THE COUNOIL, 


Whe Council have learned with deep regret of the deaths of two 
Founders of the Hospital—Dr. M. A. Datoh and Mr. M. Lasziras ~and 
have recorded their deep sympathy with their respective families.

Jewish Schools in Palestine. 
UNSATISFACTORY CONDITION. 


THE TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 
[From a Correspondent.] 


Thé Vaad Leumi (Jewish National Council) has recently passed the 
following resolutions: 


(a) The Yaad Leumi resolves to take steps in order to etl 
public opinion in connection with the position of the Schools, and 
will try to secure a wider participation of the Jewish population in 
the Educational expenditure. The Yaad Leumi will use the following 
means in order to reach this aim: 

* 1. Otganigation of an extensive propagands with the purpose of 
increasing the number of paying pupils in the schools. _ 

2. Holding of mestings with the various committees In the towns and 
the villages, with the purpose of forcing them to take a larger share in the 
Educational 

8. Imposition of a special tax on all those who, having no children of 
their own at the various schools, are exampted from ¢ontribating to the 
Educational expenditure. ‘This tax wi'! be collected immediately without 
awaiting the confirmation thereof by the Government. 

(6) The Vaad Leumt addresses an urgent request to the Govern. 
ment, to recognise all the schools undor the Board of Education of 
the Zionist Organisation, as bcing Jewish National Schoolg in the 
Jewish Nationa! Home, and to subsidise them proportionally to our 
position in the land. If necessary, the Vaad Leumi will call public 
moetings in order to have resolutions passed requiring the Govern- 
ment to grant this request. Moreover, the Vaad Leumi will see to it 
that such a request should also be made by thé varions cOmmittces 
of the various towns and villages. The Zionist Organisation will also 
be asked to support this request,*and uphold the rights of the Jewish 
population of Palestine. 


Commenting on these resolutions, theCentral Committee of the 
Teachers’ Organisation in Palestine says: 

It is difficult to foresee whether these resolutions will have the desired 
effect, and if they will succeed in improving the material position of the 
schools in Palestine, but they will have at least a moral value, and will also 
mark the beginning of an agitation purporting to collect such local taxes among 
the Jewish popaiation as will help in making the schools independent from 
financial support from abroad. 

When any institution depends for its very existence upon financial 
support from abroad, it is but natural that the institution should be 
directly affected by the fluctuations of that support. But the defects of 
such a system assume a particularly serious form when they endanger 
the whole educational “ys of @ cotntry, and all the more so 
when the country involved is Palestine, and the only schools threatened 
are the Jewish schools. - 

In spite of the fact that the teachers of fhe Jewish schools have 
received no salary whatever for the last four or fye months, they haye, 
up to the present, stuck to their posts, and have réfuded to abandon the 
13,000 Jewish boys and girisin their charge Innumerable meetings have 
been held where much hard thinking, bitter compiaining, and flerce debating 
have so far resulted only in the gloomy statement that something must 
be done. Repeated proposals that a general strike should be declared as 
a protest, have been iavariably defeated by the more et minds of the 
Teachers’ Organisation. The prevailing opinion was a weneral strike 
could not possibly create money where there was no money, and that, 
whereas i¢ would by no means alleviate the material distress of the 


teachers, {¢ would indisputably do incalculable harm to the innocent. 


children and imperil the results of thirty years’ work. 

It is when these schools are considered in the light of their valus as 
the cradle wherein the miracle of the re-birth of the Hebrew language 
has been performed, and as the soil in which our national language is now 
steadily spreading its roots, that the whole sadness of the preasent 
situation appears. If the dead stem of the Hebrew language has bécomea 
the Tree of Life of the Jewish Nation, &@ trée In the Vigorous branches of 
which the sap ts rising irresistibly, it isan achievement of which these 
teachers can be just!y proud; an achievement which was rendered pos- 
sible only by thirty years of incessant work and devotion; an achieve- 
ment of national value which the teachers caunot see threatened by 
decay and remain indifferent. Nor can it possibly be discarded as 
unim portant by all those whose hearts are still alive to the tremendous 
significance of Hebrew for the restored Jewish Home. 

No nation has ever valued the blessings of education more than have 
the Jews. The teachers are the priests of the nation ; they are tho keepors 
of the spirit of Life, and it is their duty to keep the flime ever burning, 
In Palestine, it must be recognised, the teaching staff have been equal to 
this holy task. They have achieved it at such acost of porsonal sacrificae 
and privation as will perhaps bs some time recorded in the annals of 
Palestinian History. They ask for no gratitude, no gratitude being due 
for the fulfilment of a duty. But they must be excused if they claim what 
they consider to be their human rights. They Haye Ee & lived in 
penury; however heavy their task, they have fulfilled | th the gon- 
science of being usefdl to thelr fellow-men, but there {fs a limit to 
endurance under which the keeping together of body and soul becomes 
a problem well-nigh insoluble. on 

Perhaps such depths would not have been reached if the whole 
system of the schools was not rotten, There is perhaps no other coun 
where all the schools are dependent on financial support from abro 
instead of being supported by the population itself.

IMPORTANT INTERVIEWS, 


DR. WEIZMANN'S POSITION. 
WILL HE RESIGN? ~ 


[From our Correspondent.) PARIS, 

Sir Alfred Mond and Dr. Weizmann have had long and important 
interviews with Baron Edmond de Rothschild on Palestine. Dr. Weiz- 
mavn also saw here a number of prominent Jews and the leading Zionist 
Committees. 

Dr. Weizmann informed me that he was satisfled with the political 
gituction In Palestine, which has improved. Sir Herbert Samuel is 
adhering to the Zionist policy, and the work of the new political repre- 
sentative, Lieut.-Col. Kisch, has proved successful. He has embarked 
on an important political move, and it is believed that his success is 
assured, 

As regards the economic situation in Palestine, Dr. Weizmann stated 
that so long a8 no money in large amounts was forthcoming it would 
continue to be a difficult one. He complained of the failure of the 
Zionists, through lack of energy, to collect large sums for the Foundation 
rund. After a Conference with prominent Jews at Milan, in Italy, he 
received on the spot £2,000 forthe Fund. He was attacked in Palestine 
only because he brought no money with him, The Chaluzim, however, 


who are the true and reai builders of the land, received him very 


enthusiastically. 

As regards the rumours concerning his resignation, Dr. Weizmann 
eald that be had tendered it to the Executive Committee before his 
doparturo for Palestine. This fully confirms the statements 
on the subject that appeared in the Jewish World of the 4th inzt.— 
rcproduced in the last issue of the Jewish Chronicle—and in the 
Jewish World of yesterday.) Dr. Weizmann added that he still 
acthered to his resignation. He did not at first even desire to attend 


the meeting of the Actions Committee at Berlin, which is to be held 


next week. He had resigned because he wanted wider powers as 
President, and these he lacked. Ue would now submit his conditions to 
the Actions Committee.

. | did not believe that that was a natural condition for the Jewish 
. people, who wore satisfied with the old forms and sthe repsti- 
tion of old formulas. For centuries they had repeated 2X WwW" Vor’, 
and there was no demand fora new YOY. They were an old people, and 

. understood that the trne and fundamental things on which human life 
was based were as eternal as the sun and the sea and the majestic 

' mountains. They had assembled, not to hear something new, but to restato 

| what they already knew. The purpose of the Keren Hayesod was simply 
to build up Eretz Yisrael. Palestine had been devastated sixty-six times 
in recorded history. They had not only to build up the land asa land, but 

* had also to build uptheir peopleintheland. They had only now, perhaps, 
come to realise the difficulties of the task, and they had to encourage one 
another. The Jewish people lad within itself forces, physical, moral, 
and spiritual, which were equal to the task. They had in the Jewries of 

_ ‘ the world intellectual forces of the firat order. And it was gratifying to 


The Jews in Enogland were in the exclusively happy position that. 
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know that they had evolved physical forces, and the present human 


material going to Palestine represented a new Jewish race, of which 
they might be proud. They sprang up like a palm tree and grew 
tall, like a cedar in Lebanon! Their only complaint was that they 
had left brothers and sisters behind who were unable to enjoy their 
new-won freedom. The great task, therefore, was to restore normal 
conditions of national life to the Jewish people. This was the only 
radical cure for the ills which afflicted the nation. The only thing 
lacking was money. The monoy wasthere. They had only to reflect on 
the millions which had been given by Jews after various pogroms, when 
there was a kind of race between pogroms and relief fuads. Anti-Semites 
suggested that all the money in the world was in the hands of Jews, andin 
answortothatJews had to point totheir poverty. But moncy was available. 
Jows bad no more, but no less than other people. It was notthe millionaires, 
however, who could buildupthe land. He recounted an anecdote of the 
time when the Poles wanted to erect a statue to their national 
poet, Mickiewicz, and formed a committee to collect funds, A rich Warsaw 
Jow Offered to contribute the whole amount required, but the Committee, 
at first surprised and gratified at the offer, on reflection rejected it because 
tho statue would net in sach circumstances have been a national 
tribute. Similarly Eretz Israel could not be builé up by magnates, bub 
only by the whole people, The circumstances were similar to-day to 
those of Ezra’s time. He appealed to their ambition. It was not 
now a question of life and death, but of honour and shame. Shame was 


worse than death. They wero at the parting of the roads. The path of | 


honour meant the bringing of all the sacrifices they could; the path of 
shamo meant abandoning the task. He urged them to choose the pith 
of honour, Tne Keren Hayesod was the one instrumont for the upbaild- 
ing of Palestine. Just as the Jews had clung to the principle of the unity 
of God, so there must be unity in their methods of reconstraction. And 
there must be unity in using that instrament. (Cheers.) 

Dr. M. SOLOVEITCHIK moved the following resolution : 

This masa meeting pledges itself individually and collectively, by material 

support and personal service, to do all in its power for the rebuilding of 
Palestine through the Keren Hayesod. 
Iie said that what was now wanted was not morely assent but assistance, 
not merely money but men. They were not masters either of their 
children or their money. The spirit of Jewish history would take their 
money from their pockets and their children from their homes, and lead 
them to Eretz Yisrael. (Cheers.) 

Doputy GRUNBAUM seconded the resolution, which was carried with 
enthusiasin.

Zionist Meeting in Ladbroke Grove. 
ADDRESS BY ang ISRAEL COHEN, 


A public meeting, under the auspices of the Bayswater Zionist 
Society, was held last Sunday at Ladbroke Hall, Ladbroke Grove. The 
Rev. L. Geffen, President, was in the chair. 

Mr. ISRAEL COHEN, General Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, said 
that when the Balfour Declaration was first formulated, the view was 
expressed in various circles that in a few years’ time Zionist Societies 
would become unnecessary, as the object for which they had been 
working would have been realised. Unfortunately that view betrayed 
a degree of optimism that had not been justified by subsequent 
events; and, in any case, even if the developments in Palestine 
had been more satisfactory than was the case, there would still 
remain enough for Zionist Socisties to do for many years to come, 
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Significant as the ratification of the Mandate undoubtedly was, it pro- 
vided merely the conditions under which the Jewish People could them- 
selves bring about the realisation of their national ideal. It was wrong 
to speak of the Balfour Declaration ac the fulfilment of the Basle Pro- 
gramme, for so far the only part of the Basle Programme that had been 
carried out was the international recognition given to the aim of estab- 
lishing a Jewish National Home. The Jewish National Homo itself had 
not yet been established, although its foundations had been laid, and it 
would rest largely with tho Jewish People to continne the building and 
complete the structure. There bad been a certain amount of criticism 
recently in regard to the actual extent of what had been achieved in Pales- 
tine, and in consequence of that criticism some people had founda reason 
or rather a pretext, for withholding their support from Zionist funds. 
Thanks to Zionist efforts, the Jowish population in Palestine, which was 
only 60,000 at the time of the Armistice, has since been raised to 90,000. 
The latest report of the Palestine Government spoke of only 17,000 
Jewish immigrants, but it should be borne in mind that this number was 
confined solely to the period from the middle of 1920 to the end of 1991. 
If it were urged that the number of Jewish settlers who had been br ught 
into Palestine was not as large as had been anticipated a few years ago, 
the reason was not because the Zionist Executive did not wish to have a 
larger immigration or that there had not been more Jews who wished to 
immigrate, but solely because of the 
LIMITED RESOURCES AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE ZIONIST ORGANISATION. 


During the last few years the Zionist Organisation had spent over 
£2,000,000 in Palestine, of which over one-fourth had been used for the 
acquisition of two large plots of land, one in the Valley of Jezreel, and 
the other in the city of Jerusalem. The area of land in the possession 
of the Zionist Organisation bad been quadrapled since the Armistice. 
The Colonisation Department of the Zionist Executive now controlied 
thirty-one settlements, the foundation or development of which it had 
promoted, and five of these settlements had been estab'ished since 
the Carlsbad Congress. The Colonisation Department had spent a 
large sum of money in the promotion of these sgricultural sett!ementa, 
which provided labour for several hundred immigrants. Over 2,000,000 
seedlings had been prepared in the Jewish National Fond nurseries in 
fourteen different places, and nearly 1,000,000 treos had been planted at 
Benshemen, Mount Carmel, and vartous other centres. The two other 
most important branches of activity of the Zionist Organisation were 
edncation and sanitation. The Organisation maintained 137 schools of 
various grades, staffed by over 590 teachers and attended by over 12.000 
pupils. The education Badget alone formerly amounted to over £100.000 
per annum, bat in consequence of the reduced support now received by 
the Zionist Organisation, that Budget had had to be cut down. A very 
great improvement had besn brought about in the hoalth conditions 
of the Jewish population, thanks to 3 

THE WORK OF THE ZIONIST MEDICAL UNIT,

It so happened that I walked home from synagogue last Sabbath 
with the young gentleman who had read the Haphtorah. We soon fell to 
discussing the subject-matter of the second chapter of first Kings, and 
my young friend did not disguise his disgust at the last will and testament 
of King David. He confessed that he had much admiration for the King; 
the Biblical story of his life and character appealedtohim, But why this 
blemish? Why this bioodthirstiness on his death-bed? He was deeply 
moved and shocked. 

I could not but sympathise with my young friend. On the question 
at issue I was able to say little to soothe hismind andhoart. ButI could 
at least point to a characteristic of the Bible which was worth strossing. 
Tho Bible is human; it sots down an honest picture of its characters. 
There is no attempt at condonation. In the Biblical narrative Jacob by 
a trick deprives his brother of the paternal benediction, and David appears 
a bloodthirsty, revengeful, petty-minded creature. The honesty of the 
Bible inspires confidence, and that is no small thing. 

Bocondly I pointed outto my companion that if he looked at David 
historically, that is, in the light of his age, the shook he had experienced 
would certainly be lessened. A rough age had rough manners ; we must 
avoid judging the Bible stories by tho standard of a twentieth century 
Englishman. After all, the Bible did not claim to be a perfect literature. 
Divine it was, and it should be tho aim of all who love it to extract tho 


honey from the honeycomb. Even this very story of David had its moral. 


Does it not warn the roader to acconuatno man perfect? Does tt not drive 


home the lesson that in all of us thore is much goodness and mach 
badness?

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Palestine is called tho land of Canaan, and they were Canaan's 
descendants. The land was thus clearly theirs. Gebiah ben Pesslsah 
was deputed to auswer for tho Jews. “You rely on our Holy Writ for 
your rights. Out of our Holy Writ I shall confound you. Is it nod 
written, ‘Cursed be Canaan: a servant of servants shall he be unte 
his brethren.’ Since you accept Holy Writ, you must accept this curse. 
Far from claiming Palestine, you owe the Jews centuries of service as 
slaves.” The plaintiffs thereupon withdrew from the case without waiting 
for the judgment of the Court. 

A similar claim against the Jews was brought by the Egyptians. 
They picaded before Alexander for the return of the vosseis of silver and 
the vessels of gold that, according to the Jewish historians, ths Jews had 
taken away from the Egyptians on their departure from Egypt. Again, 
Gebiah ben Pessisah conducted the Jewishcase. He admitted theciain, 
but put forward a counter claim. The Jews were in Egypt 430 years, aud 
during this time they gave bond-service to the Egyptians, recoiving n9 
adequate wage inreturn. On receipt of the wages still owing to thom, 
the Jews would be ready to return the baubics claimed. Once more the 
litigants were confounded. 

The third story relates to the Arabs, who claimed Palestine by right 
of iuheritance. Ishmael, their sire, was Abraham's eldest son; the Holy 
Writ of the Jows expressly aliowed the eldest to inherit, even if he be 
the son of a hated wife. 
A third time Gebiah ben Pessisah was the Jews’ advocate, and again his 
line of defence was to answer the claim put forward by reference to Holy 
Writ. “And Abraham gave all that he had to Isaac. But unto the sons 
of the concubines Abraham gave gifts.” Has not a father the right to 
dispose of his possessions during his lifetime, more especially if he makes 
adequate provision for his respective children? The Arabs thereupon 
withdrew their plea and retired from the court. 

That God should allow idols to remain in the world seemed to bo 4 
difficulty for some Gentiles. One of them once asked Rabbi Gamalic!, 
“ Why does not your God destroy the objects of idol worship?” “#haii 
He destroy the whole world only to satisfy fools? Siace sun, moon and 
stars are worshipped as divinities, are these to be demolished?” was 
the Rabbi’s answer. “ But, then, why does not God destroy other idols?” 
continued the enquirer. To whom the Rabbiresponded: “ If He did this, 
the prestige of sun, moon, and stars would only be enhanced thereby.” 

Religious debates of this kind aro also associated with the Emperor 
Hadrian. One day he remarked toa Rabbi: “I am greater than Moses, 
sinco it is written ‘ Better is a live dog than a dead lioa.'" The Rabbi 
replied by asking whether the Emperor could arrange for no fires to bo 
kindled for three whole days. The respouse came readily, and Hadcian 
issued an edict to that effect. On the evening of the first day smoke was 
seen issuing from the Emperor's own chimney. The Rabbi enquired for 
the reason for this, and was informed that an officer of the king’s house- 
hold had been taken ill and that a fre was made on his account. « “See,” 
gaid the Rabbi, “ your command was not observed during your lifctimo, 
whereas the commandment of Moses not to kindle a fire on the babbath 
Gay bas been observed for many generations. How, then, can you 
compare yourself to him ?” 

One more question andanswer. Rabbi Joshas was asked why, since 
the Gentiles were in the majority, the Jews did not join forces with them. 
He turned to his questioner and asked whether he had any children. 
“You remind me of my troubles.” sighed the heathen. “I have a whole 
band, and when they are together one praises his God, another his, a 
third his, till before very long they are quarrelling among cach 


.other about the relative virtues of their respective Gods, and thoy part 


in enmity.” The Rabbi smiled. “ You are unable to establish unauimity 


among your own children, and yet you would have the Jews give up thoir 
beliefs and join themselves to Gentiles!” 


The moral has lost none of its point to-day.

These two schools, which have been established over eighty years, 
are a creat asset to the community.

; ioneers In valuable educational experiments, and have always sought 
to move forward and progress; yet, unfortunately, they appear to be 
practically forgotten by the Jewish public. 

Though the main portion of the expenditure is defrayed by the 
London County Council, the managers have to provide not less than 
£1,500 on an average a year. Towards this sum, there is an income from 
investments of about £600 a year, while donations and subscriptions 
amount to abont £150 a year, #0 we have an annual deficit of about £7500. 

Owing to the death of mary of our old subscribers, we have now to 
faco this deficit. It has so far been met by selling our investments, but 
this procedure has its obvicus limits, and ina few years the schools will 
have no availablé funds! Moreover, by eclling those investments the 
deficit keeps increasing.

SOME ASPECTS OF ZIGONISM. 
The World's Attitude Towards It.

Rabbi Jocl Blau, the author of the following article which

Rabbi Blau, after being trained under the auspices of 
extreme Reform, became what has been termed a “ Middle" 
Jew, taking a moderate attitude both to Jewish Reform and 
Orthodoxy. He has won for himsclf a distinct place as one 
of the most brilliant controversialists particularly on 
all matters affecting our people. 


The British mandate for Palestine, despite hostile agitation and 
| intrigue, is signed and approved, and thus, by the action of the League of 
. Nations, the Jewish Homeland, though not yet an historic fact, has become 
t an historic possibility. But this has not put an end to unfriendly agitations. 
Tbe Arabian delegation, returning home undeniably defeated, marchod 
 evortheless into the Holy City under triumphant banners, as if to show 
their untamed spirit and their expectation of ultimate victory. Added to 
this, stories of the restlessness of the Arabian population- behind which | 
however, one suspects the propagandist’s wish that is fatber to the 
thcught—continue to pour in through the nows channels. Nor 
' @o British Lords and sundry politicians scruple to make 
common cause with agents provocaleurs, and to champion the 

Arabian Effendi at the expense of the cause of Zion. Now and 
i again wo still hear parliamentary speeches on the costliness of the 
.  Koglish policy in Palestine; and the abandonment of the mandate, or at 

'. [east the withdrawal of the Balfour Declaration, is being urged in many a 

: Quarter. In Palestino itself an attempt is afoot to boycott the Govern. 
ment loan as a protest against the mandate and asa tauut to the Zionists. 
The opposition, then, to the restoration of the Jewish people to the land 
of their fathers is still alive, and if dying, certainly dies hard. 
‘| Some student of Ethnic Psychology in the year 2000 (a Teuton most 
‘+  fiiely) will find interesting material for excogitation in the fact of 
', QObristian and Moslem joining hands against the Children of Israel. 
Nothing can be more humorous—in a melancholy sort of way—than this 
Curious phenomenon that the ancient hatred of Jows clothes Itself in a

How inconsistent !

. electrifying Palestine by the use of the headwaters of the Jordan, may 
galvanize among others the slow-moving, soporific, servile Fellah into a 
' @ealising sense of his being exploited by the rich landholding Effendi 
' @lass. A Jewish Edison is not wanted in Palestine to let the light in, 
, The electric buib and mediwval darkness are incongruous; the Effendi 
’ knows this; already some Fellahs know it, too. Some day all Fellahs 
| will know it; and then the Arabian people as a whole will look back upon 
' his anti-Zionist agitation and see it in its trne light; as the combined 
endeavour of Effendi and anti-Semite—an tnglorious alliance, forsooth. 
; Meantime, what burts most is that any flimsy stuff seems good enough 
| $0 be forged into an anti-Semitic weapon. Tho most solemn teachings of 


the Jew might put forth can be denied and laughed to scorn. Yet, what 
can be plainer than the Jowish claim to Palestine? Palestine is Jewish, 

because if it had not been Jewish it would simply not be Palestine. It 
| would not be the Holy Land as it lives in the consciousness of the world. 
This constitutes a claim that no legal or historic quibbling can invalidate 
‘ or effectively gainsay. The Balfour Declaration, though sufficiently 
7 Vague, meant at least thus much. To the anti-Semite, however, it only 
¥ geoms to mean a fresh opportunity. 
; To make this declaration of British goodwill mean still more in times 
to come is the task of the Jew—of the Zionist, who Is but the Jew raised 
to the nth power,

ay. | Ratenberg is not a mechanical contrivance, but verily a sacred twentieth 
century symbol of the new light that was anciently promised to shine 
forth from Zion, But the symbol is twofold. For the Jew belioves that 


Scripture are set aside, historic evidence is disregarded, if only any claim 
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a rostorod Zion—a latter day Gerusalemme Libcra/1—will spread light not 
only into hig own dark world, but also into the troubled and confused life 
of mankind, 

It will be well to consider tho Zionist venture undor this double 
aspect; What it means to the Jow; and, What it means to the world, 


II, 

We turn to the first aspect. Shallow-mindod observers, both within 
and without, have too lightly assumed that Zionism is but & reaction 
against pogroms and persecutions, which spends its foroe with the dis. 
appearance of at least the virulent forms of anti-Semitism. But Zionism 
is more than that, The Jew is tired and homesick; and Zionism its the 
nostalgic cry of a harassed people, Itis the home and space-hunger of 
tho Jewish Sonl, stunted and dwarfed in alien soil, for its oriental habitat, 
where it can regain its original height and bloom, the outflowering of its 
noblest faculties. 

Bolder than ever has the question become of late: Is there any room 
for the Jew qua Jow in the West? And the most encouraging sign is that 
the question is no longer being asked by the Jew-hater alone, but by the 
Jew himself. I say encouraging—though that may sound paradoxical in 
many an car—because it shows that the Jew is laying timidity asido, 
and is beginning to look at his problem from within: not merely in terms 
of the possible or impossible improvement of his relations to his Gentile 
neighbour, but rather in terms of his own spiritual difficulties, in terms 
of the enhancement of his racial character and his racial life. And the 
answer that the Jew is giving to this soul-soarching question is equally 
courageous and manly. If there is no room for the Jew in the West, he 
wili go East! But let the world make it possible for him to return to his 
first home, He hears Mother Zion calling to him, as she called to the 
Prophet or Psalmist who wept by the rivors of Babylon, and he would 
fain follow her call. He knows that, spiritually if not materially, he will 


be better off there, 
in the Old Home: 


and the world may heave a sigh of relief. There he will solve his own 
inner problem; and the external problem, created by the persistence of 
anti-Semitism, will solve itself almost automatically. For it cannot be 
ropeated too often that the Jew’s external problem can only be solved by 
the solving of his internal problem or problems. Anti-Semitism cannot 
be successfully combated in the Diaspora; it can only be countered in 
and through a Jewish Palestine. In Palestine the Jew will find himself 
once Again; there he will fod bis God and rediscover his Jewish soul. Le 
will release his creative energy, found bis own culture, and cease to be a 
pensioner upon the charily doled out goodwill of the world. Rather will 
hoe develop his originality, and send forth from the motherland his 
peculiarly Jowish contribution to human civilisation, which the world 
will accept with better grace at this distance than it does to-day from a 
proximity too close for mutual comfort. 

Judaism, as devoloped by the Eternal Jew, is not a mere theology: 
ono might call it an inspired biology. To the writer in the New Testa- 
ment, and many an carnest Christian theologian, Jndaism has appeared 
only a mass of legal enactments, tinged with what by both an error of 
history and of language has come to be called “ Pharisaic” hypocrisy. 
But there is something in the spirit of the Pharisee which defies 
meticulous analysis, as it defles the greatest analyser—Time: something 
that readily discloses itself.to loving insight in the light of eternal values, 


And becauso the Church had unfortunately missed this Something—this | 


Evorlasting Pharisee Spirit—it construed Judaism to be merely a life’ of 
law. But it is not that: rather is it a law of life, the most glorified 
expression of the “ will to live.” 
subordinated; even the Jewish religion with ita distinctive ceremonial 
served chicfly as a means of assuring the preservation of the Jewish 
type. However, if in the past this law expressed itself mainly through 
exclusive Ghetto observances, to-day, whon Talmudic Judaism has 
broken down and ritualism fails as a mode of sclf-realisation; to-day, 
whon the whole basis of Jewish life must be shifted and the Jewish 
problem viewed from a new angle: to-day itis the Land that must serve 
as the instrument of the survival of the Ancient People. Survival? 
No—rather call it 
@ revival; 

not merely the feeble gesture of a people that has outlived its usefulness 
and does not know how to withdraw gracefully from the scene, but the 
determination of a tremendously vital race to live fully, and live 
gloriously. Call it, if you will, survival, but survival with a purpose: 
not merely brute self-preservation, rather preservation of the Self; 
not a Darwinian survival of the fil as much as a survival of the wit, of 
that fair Emersonian “symmetry that reaches as far as the wit,” which 
to the sage of Conoord was the high attribute of race individuality, and 
which must by all thoughtful men be acknowledged as the inalienable 


- possession of every self-revering member of the families of the earth. 


The Jew of to-day, the Jew steeped in the noble Pharisee spirit and 
tradition as here conceived (I love to call him the Modern Pharisee), is 
convinced that in Palestine this symmetry of the racial strncture can be 
restored, enhanced, and raised to its highest pitch of perfection. The 
Jow needs to be humanised; to learn and anlearn a great many things, 
Ho must secure a new education in freedom, a new skill in self-manago- 
ment. He must rid himself of the “reproach of Egypt”—of the many 
faults acquired in the land of the stranger. He must retain only what 
was best in his past lifo and training, and slough off what may mar his 
character and conduct. For example, the olf dtalectic studies of the 
Jewish school made undoubtedly for nimbleness of intellect; but such 
nimbleness is its own nemesis, The kind of mentality that answers one 
question with another is, for all its keenness and subtlety, unfit to adjust 
itself to the less idiosyncratic mind of mankind at large. The Jew must 
learn how to face difficulties squarely, man-fashion; how to meet them 
without subterfuge, short out or loophole.

The answer is that Palestine is not a solution for the individual, 
but forthe group. Tho chief purpose is not that Jows be saved, but that

How stabborn, indesd, is anti-Somitism! And how illogical! How 
can any anti-Semite consistently oppose the re-establishment of a Jewish 
Homeiand in Palestine?

And he cannot be pushed off the globe: the Martians 
have not yet deciared their intention of receiving the Jew as fall-flodged 
patriotic citizens of Mars—apart from obvious difiiculties of transportation, 
But the way is open to Palestine; and one fails to understand how any 
roo anti-Semite can refrain from supporting Ziovism. 

It but the anti-Semite were as mach in agreement with the Semite 
touching the Jowish question as the Somite is with the anti-Semite!

A Jewish View of Prayer. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

Various views of prayor have obtained from the carlicst times down 
to tho present day. Even our own Sacred Scriptures reflect various 
views—lower and higher—which is vory natural considccing that they 
contain a survey of Isracl’s history for more than a thousand ycoars 
Muny of the carly conceptions had passed away by tho time of the great 
Prophots; aud whereas we find that, at one time, God was worshipped 
by means of sacrifices, and that prayers for special favours wero 
addressed to him, in later days wo find the Psalmist saying in the namo 
of God: “It I were hungry, I would not tell Thee, for the world is Mino 
and the fulness thereof, Ofer unto God thanksgiving, and pay thy vowa 
to the Most High.” Whereas at one time men felt that God was to bo 
propitiated even if i¢ moant the sacrifice of the life of their nearest and 
dearest, whereas thoy felt at one time that prayer, to be accoptabliec, 
must be offered with elaborate coremonial, in the later days, when tho 
Spiritual consciousness of Israel had been fully aroused, the demand waa, 
“My child, givo Me thy heart." Ho reads Scripture with prejudiced 
mind or with unsympathetic regard who does not realise that in the 
spiritual evolation of Israel the poople passed all the way from cfforing 
the devoted animal to the outpouring of the devout heart; from the 
lam s of sacrifice to the “ offering of sacrifices with prayerful lips.” ~ 

This development of tho ideal of prayer is carried forward by the 
EBages and Rabbis of Israel. In Judaism, Prayer represents the offering 
of the loftiest sentiments of the Luman soul to “Him who abides through 
ctornity, whose name is exalted and holy.” Prayer, in Judaism, ia tho 
heart's offering to God, the soul's expression of its divine origin, tho 
mind's contemplation of the divine majesty, the human attempt to conse 
crate solf to His glory and to mankind's sorvices. The Jewish Praycr 
Book indicates that Prayer is the worshipful act of the devout soul giving 
oxpression to its aspirations in communion with God, and uttering wérds 
of thanksgiving and supplication before Him who is Judge of all the oarth 
Tho coatents of Jewish prayer may be describod as Aspiration, Com. 
munion, Thanksgiving, and Supplication. What can tend to elevate man 
more than that every day be should turn his thoughts to Hita who is ths 
Absolute, tho Holy One Blessed be Ho, and contemplating His holiness, 
sock to become holy? What could more surely prove a source of perma 
nent uplift than that the creature should reflect on the marvellous works 
of his Creator, and seek to pattern his life after His laws? Aspiration 
there has been in all ages and lands, Go whore you wil!, you will sec 
the tomples proudly rearing their domos alofé as a fit expression of tho 
aspirations of the races. But herein Israel has boon the world's teache: 
Tho civilised races turn to the Psalms as the handbook of aspiring 
doctrine, Israel's prayers aro largely composed of seloctions from the 
Paaltor,-whoreby the soul of the worshipper is lifted into the supreme 
heights of lofty yoarning after perfection. Communion, too, finds fta 
piace in our view of prayor. To pondor quictly on God's ways with nen, 
to “tell within your heart” of the joys and privileges and trials and 
diMiculties which have coms to you, to trace all experiences to the Source 
of all, and to realise that in all things He ts overruling, this too 
is a phase of Jowish prayor, The Jewish pietists of old invariably 
betook themselves to the house of prayor long before the hour 
of service so that they might attuce their minds to the objects of prayer 
by pious meditation. Thauksgiving is an important feature of Jewish 
prayer. Our Sages teach that when all the sacrifices shall coase, that 
of thanksgiving will remain. There is so much for which we havo 
cause to be grateful, and ho who is thankful will, of necessity, find 
@ means of expressing it in word and deed. So many of us enjoy 
health, wealth, strongth, home, family, plenty, friands, books, and naturo ; 
and for these and many more blessings have roason to thank Him from 
whom comes all we have andaro. Grateful, indeed, we should be for 
these, but infinitely more thankful for the growth of liberty, for the pro- 
gress of truth and justice, for the light which is breaking through the 
darkness, for the self-denying services of noble men and women in all 
lands and ages. Supplication, too, isa feature of Jewish prayor. To turi 
to the Deity, to utter words of self-condemnation and plead for help to 
bocome more godly; to ponder on what we are andinvokethe divine 
aid in evory effort for self-improvement; to beseech tho gift of light to 
fJiumine the way we are to go; to implore the God we have deserted to 
pity our weakness and to give us strength; to potition the Father of all 
to grant usa sense of His presenco tn spite of our stiff-necked opposition 
to His will; all these and more form part of our supplication which may 
bring ricoh rewards without involving the overturning of natural 'aws and 
the contempt of unchanging conditions. 

Prayer, according to the Jewish view, is not limited to these four 
sub-divisions, Tho initials of Aspiration, Communion, Thanksgiving, and 
Supplication must be united into one word, AOTS. Our acts, oxr deeds, 
our vory lifo, must be the testimony to the sincority of our prayera, In 
a certain sense ow acts will bo the best prayer we can utter, evon as they 
will prove the auswer to our prayer, and the evidtoncs that God hears the 
outpouring of the broken hoart. Tho oharactoristic Hebrew name for 
prayoris T philiah, the very torm indicatiag that Jewish prayer was and 
is, not what so many have always regarded it—tho begging of favours, 
7’ phillah is derived from a root which means “to judge,” and prayer lta 
self-judgment, introspection, searching one’s spiritual depths witb 
gandics. Who can raise valid objection to spiritual service 
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 fonndations of the better civilisation of the future.

Anti-Semitism in Germany. 
Jew Baiting Condoned. 


[From our Correspondent.] BERLIN, 


Hans Hottenrott, the notorious anti-Semitic leader, and publisher of 
perhaps the worst anti-Jewish journal in Germany, the Mitte!deutsche 
presse, of Magdeburg, recoatly published an article in the course of which 
he said that were ne dictator of Germany, he would, if the dollar did 
not drop to 1,000 marks within twenty-four hours, hang a thousand J ews, 
aud continue to do so every twenty-four hours until it did drop. He added 
that the Jews of the world had combined to kecp the price of paper so 
high that all nowspapers—excepting, of course, the “ Jewish Press "—wouid 
have to go into baukraptcy. Shall this Asiatic herd,” he continucd, 
“ get the best of us? Never! We shall fight until we achieve the victory, 
or die sword in handi” The Cencralverein, representing the Jews of 
CG rmany, called the attention of the Public Proscoutor to the article, aud 
demanded action. The reply of the Attoracy-Genoral is typical of official 
auli-Semitism in Germany. He stated that he could find mo causo for 
action against Hottenrott, because his threat to hang thousands of Jews 
would not be taken seriously, and hence could not occasion a breach of 
the peace; and that his exhortation to “fight” the Jews meant only a 
ight with intellectdal weapons. Tho Jows havo now takon the case tothe 
Minister of Justice. 

The Deutsche Zeitung of Beriin has published an article complaining 


‘ of the ease with which the Jews in Germany are permitted by the 


Lutheran Church to change thoir religion. The journal claims that evory 
candidate for admission to the Church should go before a committes for 
examination, and that another committee should uadertake tho propor 
teaculng of proselytes. In this way the Zci/ung hopes that Jews wii! find 
it ‘no longor as easy asit is now to change their religion in order to cover 
thoir Jewish origiv.” 

Tho Club of East European stadents in Borlin was formally opened 
bere on December 23th. Tuere were present representatives from the 
Jowish social and cuitura! organisations in the city, andalso a sumber of 
Jowish stadents both in Germany and from other countries. The 
spoakers doalé with the difficult situation of Jowish studonts in general 
and ia Beriia in particular, and called for 4 unification of forces to main- 
tain the future intellectual leaders of Jewry.

The History of the Jews in Germany. 
LECTURE BY PROFESSOR DR. FREIMANN. 
Professor Dr. A. Freimann, Conservator of tho City Library of 
Frankfort, delivered a lecture in Amsterdam, to the Society for Jowish 
Science in Holland, on “The Oldest History of the Jews in Germany.” 
Dr. Freimann, at the outset, indicated the scope of his lecture. He 
Outlined the activities of the Jews in Germany from the earliest times 
until the time of the Crusaders, From the many and important collec- 
tious of that period, it appeared that they were landowners. They also 
carried on the trade of money-changers, and in this connection he 
described how, for this purpose, they had como into possession of the 
necessary means, That was a question which bad occupied the minds of 
many scholars and had beon answered in various ways. It appeared, 
however, that they did not havo the trade in their hands to tho ex*ent 
that had once been attributed to them, and in this respect thoy had been 
n especially by the Italians. At the best, they were only small

Action to Counter Numerus Clausus. 
Attempt to Murder Jewish Ex-Minister. 


[From our Correspondent.) BUDAPEST, 


Deputy Julius Goemboes has stated here that the Christiaa biee ia 
the Hungarian National Assembly will introduce a bill within the next 
fow days in order to extend the numerus clausus against the Jews into 
the secondary schools of Hungary. 

As a counter move, the Budapest Jewish community is taking stops 
to establish a number of Jewish secondary schools. On September ist, 
1923, two Jewish grammar schools, two public schools, one trade school, 
and one school of scleace will be opened. An urgent appeal- has been 
issued for funds to make possibie the carrying out of this programme. 

A portrait of the one-time Hungarian Premier, Count Stefan Tisza, 
was presented to Nyiregyhaza by the Committee of Szaboles, and for tho 
unvolling, Mr. Loopold Vadasz, who was Secretary of State of the Hun- 
garian Ministry for Justice in Tisza'’s Cabinet, the only Jowish membor 
of that Cabinet, was invited to deliver the memorial address, The loca! 
organisation of the “Awakening Magyars” protested vigorously against « 
Jew being asked to deliver. the memorial address on Count Tisza. Tho 
Committee, however, declined to withdraw the invitation, and Mr. Vadasz 
arrived for the purpose of unveiling the portrait and stayed ata local hoic!. 
When members of the committee came to escort him to the ceremony, 
they found him lying in his room in an unconscious state. The room 
was full of coal-gas. Mr. Vadasz is lying now in a critical condition. 
Investigations have proved that mombers of the “ Awakening Magyars ” 
made an attempt on his life ia order to prevent him holding the memorix! 
address as arranged. 

Mr, Julius Bardossy, former Secretary of the Union of “ Awakenin« 
Magyars,” resigned from the organisation some months ago and published 
statements in various Hungarian newspapers, accusing the leaders of t)i. 
Union of belug swin‘lors and extortioners. Twenty-seven writs for libo! 
were immediately issued against him, and the trial has now openc 
in Budapest. Mr. Bardossy declared in court that Michael Gyalay, on» 
of the leaders of the Union, sitting in a café, attacked aJewish custom: r 
there and was removed by the police. He has grounds for stating furthor 
that Gyalay was one of the orgavisers of the bomb outrage at a politics! 
mesting in Budapest last April, which resulted in the death of nine Jews 
aud tho wounding of thirty others. Nevertheless, Gyalay is still one o! 
the chief men inthe organisation. Another leader of the Unien, Ladisiaus 
Bokor, has been under arrest for fraud, and Victor Apor, President of 
the branch of the Union in Miskolo, has been convicted of swindling. 
Bardossy maintained in his evidence that some of the most prominent 
leaders of the Union are common thieves and live by extortion and biac':. 
mail. The General Secretary, Geza Mandy, was living on the proceeds 
of blackmailing rich Jows in the name of his organisation and keeping th» 
mouey for himself. Bardossy states that he is prepared to prove his 
charges with documents and witnesses. Deputy Dr. Georg Hegeducs, 
counsel for the Union, told the court that the organisation could not bo 
responsible for the private life of its members, and he asked the oourt not 
to permit the documents referred to by Bardossy to be bronyght in as 
evidence. The court, however, has decided to have the documonis 
brought before it, and the trial has been adjourned for this purpose.

The authorities of the Artisans’ Schoo!, af Bials, have decided not to 
admit Jowish pupils to the institution. This decision hay been followet 
by an order by the heads of the Tzeschia Land School to expo! all Jewish 
students. Oatbreaks of anti-Semitism have occurred at Brody, Valkovisk, 
Kattowttz, and other Polish towns, 

At Loraberg the Governor has issued strict orders for the suppression 
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of the anti-Jewish boycott movement and the punishment of the agitators, 
Three persons guilty of stirring up the mob against Jews have already 
been arrested. 

The municipality of Brody, and Archbishop Bilzewski, of Lemberg, 
have declined to endorse the claim of the anti-Semites at Brody to a 
bouse occupied by Jows, on the site of which a Catholic Church was 
situated about a hundred and twenty five years ago. 


Joint Distribution Committee. 


Organisation of Orthodox Jewish Youth. 


[From our Correspondent. } NEW YORK, 


At a general meeting of the Joint Distribution Committee, held in 
this city recently, the Chairman, Mr. Louis Marshall, said that con- 
ditions in Eastern Europe still necessitated the work of the Committee, 
A scheme of operations in Russia was formulated, which would require 
for ite working a minimum of 5,000,000 dols. Ontside Russia, 3,000,000 
dols. was considered to be the sum required for re-construction and 
medical work, in addition to the 5,000,000 dols. to be spent on the care of 

iidren during the next five years. The Committee has also voted one 
Hard German marks for German-Jowish charitable institutions. 

The Hias (Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society) has collected the suin of 
250,000 doles. The Jewish Labour Fund in aid of the Hias will amount 
to 70,000 dols. As a result of the success of the “drive,” the Hias will 
be enabled to continue its work in Europe, 

Centralisation ot the Joint Distribution Committee’s reconstruction 
work in Poland has now been made possible by the purchase of a 
chartered bank in Warsaw. Thisis in accordance with the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee's original plan, which has been in abeyance for over a 
year anda half. When the reconstruction programme for Poland was set 
up it provided for the establishment of “The Jewish Reconstruction 
Company of Poland.” A million and ahalf dollars were appropriated for 
the operation of the Reconstruction Company, which was to serve as a 
central bank for the credit-loan associations established or subsidised by 
the “ Joint.” Tor various causes, the Company could not besetup. This 
hindered, for a time, the development of the “ Joint’'s” reconstruction 
plans on a comprehensive scale, and made necessary the revision of the 
original idea so as to permit the purchase of an already existing bank. It 
will now be possible for the 185 loan organisations established in Poland 
by the Joint Distribution Committee to carry on business through this 
bank, and it will be easier to simplify the entire reconstruction effort. 
The bank was acquired, with the co-operation of Deputy Hartglass, for 
$5,000 dols. The stock of the bank is worth 290,000,000 Polish marka. 

. At a Inocheon tendered to him at the Fennimore Country Clab by 
Mr. Samuel C. Lamport, Mr. David A. Brown, Chairman of the American 
Jewish Relief Campaign, stated that Congress will bo asked to appro- 
priate a sum of 100,000,000 dols. to be turned over to the American 
Relief Administration for the purpose of purchasing ploughs, tractors, and 
soede for reconstruction work in Russia. 

A preliminary conference has been held here with a view to estab- 
lishing a federation of organisations of orthodox Jewish youth in America, 
About forty delegates were present, representing practically all the local 
orthodox organisations of American youth. Girls’ organisations were 
represented by ten delegates. The federation will seek to unify all the 
organisations of Jewish orthodox youth in America and estabiish new 
organisations of the same kind. An Organisation Committeo was elected on 


which each organisation is represented by one delegate. The Committee 


will draw up a programme of activity and wiil shortly convene a con- 
ference to proceed to the formal establishment of the federation. 


Students’ Strike at Czernowitz. 
Anti-Semitism in Bessarabia; 


[From our Correspondent. BUCHAREST, 


The Romanian stadents at Czernowitz University have declared a 
strike against their Jewish colleagues. The anti-Semites placed pickets 
at the doors, who refused to allow admittance to the University, Large 
quantities of anti-Semitic literature were distributed among the peasants. 

The priests of Bessarabia, headed by Archbishop Goria, several army 
officers, and the students, organised a violent anti-Semitic campaign. Ate 
Kishineff the students of the Lyceum attacked the Jews in the streets. 
Large pumbers of soldiers sided with the rioters. 


At the conference of the Rabbis of Rumania, held at Bucharest, at 
which thirty Rabbis were present and fifty communities were represented, 
a resolution was adopted demanding tho appointment of the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Niemirower, as representative of the Jewish religion in the Senate. 
The spokesmen at the conference emphasised the necessity of unity in 
communal organisations, and the General Secretary of the Ministry, Mr. 
Ispir, declared that the Government intended to accord to the Rabbis the 
privileges already enjoyed by the priests. 


New Dutch Education Bill. : 
Chief Rabbi for Friesland.

An Education Bill is now before the Second Chamber, that has for 


its objedt the alteration of the present law which provides for the estab- 
lishment of schools, sectarian or otherwise, in accordance with local —

Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer, in the course of @ conversation I haj 
with him on the sabject, enlarged chiefly upon the gravity of th 
proposed revision of the law governing the non-sectarian schools 
The disappearance of these schools in small communities and th 
prevention of the establishment of others where no more than ong 
handred children could be mustered, would mean that Jewish parents 
would bave no alternative but to send thoir children to denominationg 
schools, and submit to iustruction in religious subjects alien to the Jewish 
faith. “Asan alternative,” proceeded the Chief Rabbi, “it would mea, 
the establishment of essentially Jewish schools, like the two we already 
have in Amsterdam; but this would be an impossibility in small com. 
munities (where the number of Jows is proportionately small) on account 
of the great expense entailed.” 

The Chief Rabbi informed me of the saccess that recently attended 
the efforts of tho Rabbinate with the Amsterdam City Council authorities 
in obtaining permission to close on Sabbaths no less than twenty-four 
echools in the capital, which are largely attended by Jewish children. 
The Amsterdam City authorities are arranging for the provision of an 
entirely new building, to rep! Jewish school, while a more suitable 
building ig being placed at the disposal of the Jewish School Soctety 
where the school known as the ““Kennis” and “Godsvrucht” will be housed, 
With regard to the new building itisinteresting to note that constructiona! 
operations will cease on Sabbaths and Jewish festivals. 

The practicability of reviving the office of Chief Rabbi for the 
province of Friesland has been a subject which has been exercising the 
consideration of the United Synagogue officials and the community cf the 
province for some considerable time past. Nolittle disagreement has hb: en 
shown as to the source from which the necessary funds should be forth. 
coming for the salary. The community in the province proved to be 
not financially strong enough to support a Chief Rabbi, and the appoint. 
ment has only now been made possible by the financial aid promised 
from the treasury cf the United Synagogue, an unusual practice. 
The yearly salary has been provisionally fixed at about 5,000 
guiden, with a pension of 4,000 gulden, and an annual pension for the 
widow of 2,000 guiden. A commission of five has been appointed to 
nominate candidates. The opinion is expressed that the choice will 
fail on Dr. Carlebach, of Leipzig. With the appointment of a Chief Rabbi 
for Friesland, the Jews in Holland will have eight Chief Rabbis. 


New Agudath Israel Orphanage.

Opening Ceremony in Vienna.

Tho Agudath Israec] in Vienna has opened a new orphanage for boys. 
The opening ceremony was attended by representatives of the Govern- 
ment, who inspected the building and expressed their admiration, 
especially of the workshops in which the boys will be taught handicrafts, 
The building covers an extent of 20,000 square motres. There is aio 4 
tract of land on which the boys will engage in farming. The repre- 
sentatives of the Government also visited the War Orphans’ Homo of 
the Agudah in Baden, where there are at present 120 children who fre 
kept there till their fourteenth year. After that ago they are put into the 
workshops of the Agudah andare taught trades. ‘I'he Agudah has anctbes 
orphanage, also at Baden. 


The Pasteur Centenary. 


French Tribute to Heinrich Heine. 
[From our Coyfespondent.} PARIS. 


Dr. Loir, the President of the Pasteur Institute in Tunis, and a nephew 
of the late Dr. Pasteur, has delivered a lecture on the work of the great 
scientist, in which he demonstrated that the discoveries of Dr, Pasteur 
were in accord with the Jewish dictary laws and with the Abrabamic 
Covenant. Dr. Marmorck presided at the lecture. 

A striking example of French chivalry has jast been brought to light 
by a letter published by the General Anzeiger of Bonn. At the Montmartre 
cemetery in Paris, where the poet, Heinrich Heine, ia laid to rest, 
there were alwayés fresh flowers to be seen at the graveside, even du:ing 
the war. It has now been revealed that a Paris florist regularly brought 
the flowers. On the occasion of the centenary of the poet some twenty 
years ago, the Frankfurter Zeitung organised a collection for the purpose 
of tending the grave, and a Paris florist was entrusted with the task. [le 
regularly laid flowers on {the grave, even when tho war intervnpted 
communication with Germany. Later, when the German currency 
depreciated and payment could not be made, he continued to bring the 
flowers, and he has now written to the organisers of the Fund that, in 
spite of the circumstances, he will continue to tend the grave cf the 
great poet.

New Federation Formed. 


DEPUTY GRUNBAUM ON THE NEED FOR UNITY. 


A conference of Polish Jews resident in this country and others 

interested in the fortunes of Polish Jowry was held on Sunday at the 

Mr. NAnhUM SOKOLOW The principal 

spéaker was Deputy Griinbaum, the leader of the Jewish dloc in the 

Polish Diet. A number of synagogues and friendly societies were 
represented. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he had pleasure in extending greetings to 
Doputy Griinbaum who had worked so ably in the defence of Jewish 
rights, Jewish citizenship, and Jewish national life. They had to record 
with satisfaction a great Jewish victory in Poland. In using the word 
“victory "he did not wish to imply that it involved harm to anybody 
elsa. this case they might claim that their success redounded to 
nobody’s hurt. To what did Polish Jewry aspire? They strovo to 
proserve their honour, their rights, to ensure their national development, 
tho education of their children in their spirit, and the preservation 
of their traditions, which were not directed against anybody but 
wore merely a drop in the ocean of culture. The instrument of the 
strugglo was the parliamentary vote. The fight was waged on consti- 
tational lines. It was a peacefal fight directed as much to the weal 
of the Polish State, as to the interests of PolishJewry. ‘The latter had 
waged the fight with deep earnestness and clear vision and one of the 
most important figures, who had led this struggle was their 
guest, Isaac Griinbaum. They were not meroly proud of him— 
they loved him! (Cheers). The result of the campaign was that 
thirty Jewish deputies sat in the Sejm and twelve Jews in the Senate, 
Previously it had not been possible to unite Polish Jewry, which was 
split up into parties and factions, but they had now wisely resolved that 
in all external questions affecting Jewry they would act in unison. The 
rosnit was seen in the large Jewish representation in the Polish Parlia- 
ment. It constituted a record in Jewish history. That the Jewish 
deputies and senatofs would continue to act with courage and dignity 
they had no better guaranteo than in the person of Deputy Griinbaum. 

HAHAM Dr. GASTER having spoken, > 

Deputy GRUNBAUM said that in all the work which had recently 
becn carried out in Poland they had been strengthened by the knowledge 
that they had behind them the sympathy ofthe whole of Jewry. It had 
not been an easy task. They had encountered enormous obstacles. 
th misunderstandings, with supersti- 
tions, with innate feelings of hate and prejadice. But they had 
pursced a4 single aim and had been inspired by the knowledge that they 
did not stand alone, they were not orphaned, they did not have to rely solely 
on their own efforts. Atevery step they were filled with the conscious- 
ness that they formed a part only of world-Jewry, who shared their joys 
and sorrows. In every land, and especially in England, Polish Jowry 
met with sympathy and co-operation. They knew that in the countries 
of the West there lived brethren who hailed from their towns and 
villages. Circumstances had borne them away from the land of their 
birth and scattored them in other countries. But the bonds were not 
broken. Their lives were stil! bound up with the lives of their brethren 
that remained behind, and on their sympathy and help they could always 
call. Even in the darkest hour, the time of pogroms and excesses, he had 

ever lost hope of being able to take the lead of a creative Polish Jewry. 

w ho was happy to tell them that much—though very little in com- 
parison with their ultimate aspirations—had been achieved. They had bad 
to consolidate and unitetheirforces. They had had differences of opinion. 
He did not complain at that. Otherwise they would have been a dead 
people. They had boen split up into various partics. Batthey hadclearly 
realisod that it was necessary to unite, vis-a-vis the outside world. Unity 
was now beginning to be achieved. For the first timein Jewish history they 
had a solid Jewish bloc of over forty representatiyosin the Sejm and Senate. 
They were of all Jewish parties but united in the desire to represent 
the legitimate demands of their people. In other departments of Jewish 
lifo this unity had not yet been secured. External conditions had forced 
this uaity, but it did not yet prevail internally. It was in the social and 
educational sphere that they could be most helped by their brethren 
abroad, and for this reason he welcomed the proposed formation of a 
Federation of Polish Jews in England. 

Mr. LEO MOTZXIN proposed a series of rosolutions welcoming the 
Pariiamentary success of the Polish Jows and offering assistance by the 
formation of a Federation. 

Dr. H. G. PRAENKEL Seconded the resolutions, which were supported by 
Me. A. TARLO, and carried unanimously. |

Deputy GRUNBAUM delivered an address, in which he repeated 
broadiy what he had sald at the conference. 

Mr. SOKOLOW submitted the resolutions adopted on Sunday. Ina 
humorous speech, which greatly delighted the audience, he said that 


they would now have to revise their former somewhat contemptuous 
estimate of the Polish Jew. 


De, FRAENKEL seconded the resolutions. 
Mr. LAURIN MaGnus, fn support, said that Polish Jews had acc om- 
plished in four years what it had taken Anglo-Jewry over thirty years to 
achieve. As the son of one who had sat for many years in the English 
Parliament, he congratulated Deputy Griiabaum on his work. 
' The resolutions were carried unanimonsly. 


Mr. LEO’ MOTZKIN proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers.

THE LATE ALDERMAN LOUIS S. COHEN, 


WARNING AGAINST EXTERMARRIAGE, 


The late Alderman Louis 8. Cohen, of Liverpool, head of Lewis's 
Stores, left estate of the gross value of £1,192,700. The will, just proved, 
shows a number of bequests to employees, including an annuity of £300 
to his confideniial lady clerk. He, after denominating some of the 
employees of the business, left to those who had been in his service 
for not less than two years £10 for each complete year of service, 
providing none received more than £75, save in special cases, to be 
at the discretion of the Trustees. All bequests, etc., are free from 


death and other duties. He bequeaths to five sons £30,000, to be 
applied at their discretion in favour of persons whom he had been in the 
habit of assisting, and institutions, charitable, religious, and benevolent, 


- regardless of creed, and expressed the earnest wish that in making sach 


application the name of the late Mrs. Cohen, with or without his own 
name, should be associated with some of the gifts, so that her name may 
be commemorated. He left the sum of £30,000 in trust for the benefit of 
Mr. Herbert Wolf Levy’s sons, anda Iike sum of £30,000 for their own 
absolute benefit to each of his five sons. 

One clause of the will reads: “I advise and beseech my sons not to 
engage in speculation on the Stock Exchange or otherwise. Money made 
by speculation is sure to be lost, and leads to farther lossand disaster. It 
is also my earnest wish that no son of mine shall, whilst engaged in the 
businessess now carried on by Lewis's and Bon Marché, Liverpool, or 
either of them, become a candidate for, or member of Parliament, or any 
municipal council or district council, or any local authority.” 

_ In another paragraph testator says: “I have astrong conviction that 
intermarriages between persons of different religious beliefs tend to great 
unhappiness, and it is my earnest wish, which I am confident will be 
regarded, that no grandchild or remote descendant of mine will forsake 
his or her religion, or marry a person Who d6es not profess that religion ; 
and I also hope that no grandchild or remote descendant of mine whl 
marry any person who is not a subject of the British Empire or of the 
United States of America.”

On Sabbath morning the Rev. Vivian G. Simmons, B.A., 4 

sermon on “Jewish Universalism.” At tho outset he 
emotion to his occupying the pulpit in a Syuagogue wherein hia late 
father ministered for many years, In the course of his remarks he 
pointed out that usiversal principles were those elements of Judaism 
that wore destined to survive and to justify Israei’s claim to bo the 
priests of mankind. Modern Jows must not acknowledge their failure to 
emphasise the aniversal teachings as due to the hostility of other creeds 
and consequent persecation. Faliure was largely due to lack of euthu- 
tlasm for the Jewish cause and disloyalty to Jewish ideals. Ib was 
absurd for Judaism to be regarded as a separatiat and exclusive religion, 
eceing that Jews had given the great universal principles to the world, 
and that their aim was the ultimate bringing of all poople to the worship 
of ono God. The world was tired of sectarianism. The Jewish spiris 
was not declining if they were willing to widen their horizon. Hope for 
upiversal religion did not mean tho same form of worship or that mon 
would ever bope and think alike. But there could be harmony tn sin. 
cerity, to paraphrase the recont words of a great modern scboler —Jows 
must combat anti-Semitism by thelr own increased purity, loyalty, 
sacrifice, and devotion to Judaism,
